PROTECTING 
MILK 


A Science-^An Art—A Business—A Service 


By E. C. BROWN, Chief Dairy Inspector, Winnipeg, Manitoba 


. People living in cities probably appreciate 
to some extent the service they get when a. 
bottle of clean, rich milk is left at their door 
every morning1. They regard it as a great 
convenience of modern times, coming to 
them in a form that is attractive and satis- 
fying. :.Bnt d6~ they 'stop to consider the 
many steps and the infinite care involved in 
that service? Assuredly they do not. 


Thousands of people in tie country are 
rising early in the morning, feeding and at- 
tending to cows, milking them, straining 
and cooling Uie_ milk,, all before breakfast. 
They do this M^a^jr^kaid-of iweather, every 
day in the year, in order that the consumers 
in the city may be certain to receive their 
bottles of milk on the doorstep without in- 
terruption* . Besidents in the larger cities 
Who have gone there from farms can under- 
stand most readily thejiature of the tasks 
the producers perform in this way.; 
' 


The responsibility of the farmer does not 


end /with the straining 
and cooling 


of the milk. He, or some member of his house- 
hold must drive with it to the city, and must 
take back the cans. When he returns 
home the cans mttst be washed and hung up 
to air, feed for the cows and other animals 
must be hauled and prepared, stables must 
be cleaned, and a dozen other chores must be 
done. In the evening the cows must b/ 
fed and milked again and the odds and ends 
of the day's work must be looked after. In 
some respects the latter part of the day is a 
repetition of the carry part, 
i 


It is worth .noting that most, if not all of 


the tasks are urgent, the farmer cannot 
postpone them to the following day or the 
following week. 


Trucks, Vats and Bottles 


So far this study of the milk's history has 


related entirely to the producing side. The 
distribution in the city involves a much mote 
complicated system. The milk brought in 
by individuals or by the tracks of the dis* 
tributing companies," and the cans are moved 
to the pasteurising plants as quickly as posl 
sible. There the milk is inspected, tested, 
weighed, pasteurised, cooled, clarified and 
bottled. This very terse-description of the 
treatment it receives in the plant gives but 
an ifoMfog of the care that is taken to insure 
its cleanliness and purity there. 


Every step in the process must be carried 


on with a maximum degree of efficiency. The 
elaborate machinery must be kept up to date 
and in a thoroughly sound condition. The 
employes must make sure that their hands 
do not come in contact with the milk. It is 
not allowed to be exposed to the air from 
the time it Jtotves the receiving vate until it 
runs into the bottlM. It puses continually 


through sanitary pipes and containers and 
^eyen the capping and sealing .of the bottles 
is done by machinery. Nothing is left to 
chance, for the reason that every precaution 
must.be taken to keep the milk clean. When 
. the bottles are filled they are moved at once 
to cold storage vaults, where they are tho- 
roughly cooled during the! brief period that 
intervenes before they are taken away by the 
delivery force. .-.^ -.

therefore, mos 
various stages through which it passes on its 
way to the consumer's table. One of the' 
great benefits an infant enjoys in taking 
milk from its mother's breast1'is due to the 
fact tnat there is no exposure of the food 
to the air. 
The Unreason of "Rawness" 
Anyone would shudder at the thought of 


eating raw meat, except under extraordin- 
ary circumstances. But the same dangers 
that are present in it are to be found in raw 
milk. The reason why meat from cattle 
who have suffered with tuberculosis is eaten, 
without risk is that the danger is removed 
by' the process of cooking, it. Thousands 
of people are using raw milk from cow^ 
similarly affected, and are taking no pre- 
cautions at all against the risks of disease 
they are incurring. If it be necessary to 
render meat safe by cooking, is it not even 
more advisable to safeguard milk by pas- 
teurisation?

Although 
he was rich, and held to the right of the 
private ownership of property, he was re- 
publica'n in sympathy. lie did not battle 
for the protection of "his own interests, but 
for the principles of liberty and .iustice. 
He risked all of his possessions for the 
cau^e of the people. He could have gone 
to England on several occasions, during 
the war. by special, secret invitation, and 
become one of the highest "and richest of 
English peer. His whole life he contributed 
to democracy. 


"What "Washington personified in citi- 


zenship in the days of the revolution he 
should personify today. The examples he 
set in unselfishness, self-denial and love of 
country are as applicable now as then. "We 
ought as a people to know more of "Wash-" 
ington as a man. "We are too cpt to regard 
him only as a great statesman and a great 
soldier. Every American should, as Presi- 
dent Harding well says, study his life and 
his character. If that were done many of 
the problems that confront us would be 
simplified and made easier of solution.

cancer any observations about tho relation of diet 
or other factors to tho prevalence of tho disease 
aro purely conjectural. 
"Wo know, however. tha\ 


tho silly superstition that tomatoes cause cancer is 
without any foundation, slnco'many victims of this 
diseaso ha\o never seen or tasted tomatoes. 


For several years/ Dr. Charles Mayo has enter- 


tamed tho belief that the eating and drinking o 
foods or beverages a little too hot for tho delical 
lining; of tho stomach to endure is a factor In th 
great picvalance of cancer In that situation. 
- Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley. a noted skin specialis 
of New Yoik and an authority on cancer, ascribe 
to tho diet a role of little less importance tha 
surgery or other treatment and has observed som 
striking results from the capcful control of the die 
in the treatment of many cancer'cases. 


Some years ago Czerny, a great German surgeon 


suggested as a means of avoiding cancer, the givin 
up of all raw fowl In the diet. This suggestion wa 
commended by no less a scientist than Ehe iletcl 
nikoff, in some lectures on -the prevention of dis 
ease. Metchnikoff propounded tho conjecture tha 
some of tho common intestinal parasites of mar 
whose ova or larvae reach the human alimentar, 
tract in uncooked fowls such as 
lettuce, 
straw 


berries and other articles which may bo contamin 
ated by the excrement of animals or man, might b 
the carriers of tho undiscovered germs that caus 
cancer. 
Remember, this was a mcio conjectuie 


and Metchnikoff merely offered it as one of th 
reasons why he declined to eat raw food. 


It seems rather lemarkable that most victim: 


of cancer are rather hearty .eaters and overnour 
ibhed. that is. they weigh more than they shoulc 
for several years prior to the onset of the disease 
Of course mobt people who are overnourlshed ant 
eat too heartily never ha\e cancer at all. but ncv 
erthless many students of the disease have attri 
buted to overeating a possible influence in the caus 
ation of cancer. 


I told a few weeks-ago about the causative re 


lation of tobacco and the condition known 
as 


ieukoplakla which often develops into cancer of 
lips or mouth or- tongue. The frequent occurrence 
of a cancer in, a situation where prolonged irritation 
from broken, decayed or irregular teeth has,* been 
permitted to occur, has been emphasized by Dr, 
Joseph C. Bloodgood, a prominent Baltimore &ur 
goon. I am frankly inclined to be severe on bad 
teeth, and I behove a long neglected septic state of 
the mouth associated with decayed teeth is a con- 
tributing cause of cancer of the stomach. How one 
with a foul condition of the mouth could expect to 
have healthy digestion is more than I have ever 
been able to understand.- Yet a great many elderly 
persons go from bad to worse and never seem to 
realize that "those old teeth" are responsible for 
tho whole trouble.

meetings will be held, only two blocks, 
away. It is an old historic residence. 
In earlv presidential administrations 
its high cc-ilingpd parlors'must have 
seen formal balls and dinners of tho 
oflicial set. But like many other old 
residences in Washington, it has be^n 
btranded, as the fashionable section of 
tho city wandered 
a%\ay ^rom, the

Popular Demand for Peace

the people. They say that the people 
of America, are counting 'on the con- 
ference, and will be overwhelmingly 
disappointed if tho meeting comes to 
nothing. They will regard it as a de- 
cision for war. It will mean that we 
shall go at»our preset^ rate, compet- 
ing In ship building program's and 
war inventions, and the next war will 
be 10 times worse than the last with 
Us seven and a half million lives lost 
and its sttggenng 
effect 
on the 


civilized world. 
"It is possible to prevent this next 


war. if the people 
will , cooperate 


wholeheartedly. Most of the impor- 
tant labor groups, led by Mr. Gomp- 
ers. approve reduction of armaments 
And besides these, organizations of 
fanners and women, religious bodies, 
and educational organizations have 
joined with( the*5 societies that work 
only for the' advancement of peace to 
make up tho council. Allowing' for 
members of one organization belong- 
ing to others as well, we have at the 
least count. 7,000.000 people back of 
us. We need their support and the 
support of other millions of Ameri-j 
cans as well." 


Mr. Libby pointed out that the pres- 


ident of the General Federation of 
Women's Clubs—one of the cooperat- 
ing organizations in the counc.il said:
